Drug To Cure Insanity 


Visualized by Dr. Mayo 

DETROIT, Oct. 18.—)—Dr. 
Charles H. Mayo, eminent surgeon 
and endocrine specialist of Roches- 
ter, Minn., told the International 
Medical Assembly, which began. the 
fifth day of its annual conference 
today, that within five years a drug 
would be developed which would 
restore insane and _  feeble-minded 
persons to full use of their 
ulties, 

Dr. Mayo said that the drug now 
was being used experimentally by 
Alfred W. Adson, of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota’s graduate school 
of medicine. He declined to dis- 
close the nature of the substance, 
but predicted that it would be of 
special value in the treatment of 
young persons suffering from de- 
mentia praecox. 

“I feel that within the near fu- 
ture, we are going to make the 
cure permanent,” he declared.

Explaining the ecaleulation of 
monthly payments, the announcement 
says, “A prospective new car buyer 
has only to take the unpaid balance 
due: add to this the amount of his 
insurance and multiply the result by 
6 per cent. . 

“The resultant figure is the entire 
eost of financing the unpaid balance 
and insurance for 12 months. For 
payment periods longer’ or shorter 
than 12 months the cost is 1-2 of 
'2 per cent per month.”

“While retailers’ inventories, which 
had been scant all summer, were 
bolstered substantially during Septem- 
ber, the widening consumer demand 
/has created an actual need for further 
accumulations of merchandise. 


“The heavy inroads on stocks was 
evident in the abrupt rise in buying 
in the leading wholesale markets dur- 
ing the week and the uniformity of 
the requests for immediate shipment. 

“A rising price level, which prompt- 
ed fresh commitments covering more
